DUDLEY Council looks set to be run with 
no party in overall control after UKIP ruled 
out a formal coalition with either Labour or 
the Conservatives - and Labour ruled out 
working with UKIP. 

Labour remains the biggest party on the 
council but was left without an overall ma¬ 
jority after last week’s dramatic elections, 
which saw some seats changing hands 
over the matter of a handful of votes. 

It leaves UKIP’s eight councillors in an 
influential position.

THE family of an eight-year- 
old Stourbridge boy left se¬ 
verely disabled after mistakes 
were made by midwives dur¬ 
ing his birth at Russells Hall 
Hospital have been awarded 
a seven-figure payout. 

The sum will ensure Alfie Johnson 
is able to receive the specialist round- 
the-clock care, which he will need for 
the rest of his life. 

Alfie’s brain was starved of oxygen during 
labour after midwives at Russells Hall Hospital 
missed signs that the baby was in distress. He 
was born with severe brain damage resulting 
in cerebral palsy. 

His parents Paul and Vickie, from Am- 
blecote, who have gone on to campaign for 
children with disabilities, 
spoke of their relief that 
Alfie’s future care has 
been secured. They were 
awarded the compensa¬ 
tion at the High Court in 
London on Thursday. The 
exact figure received has 
not been disclosed. 

Mr Johnson said: “It’s a 
relief to get to this point 
and it means Alfie’s needs 
will be met for the rest of 
his life. 

“We are grateful that (solicitors) JMW ob¬ 
tained an admission of negligence from the 
trust and we were able to agree a settlement 
out of court but all this was avoidable. Alfie was 
a healthy baby before Vickie went into hospital 
- that’s something I think about a lot.” 

Apologised 

Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs Russells Hall, admitted the 
failures in 2011 and apologised to the family. 

Mr Johnson said: “He is a remarkable little 
boy and we’ve pulled together as a family. I 
just want to say to other parents who are in the 
same situation not to give up hope. Bringing a 
case against a hospital is not an easy journey 
but there is light at the end of the tunnel.” 

Trust chief executive Paula Clark, said: 
“The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust is 
pleased that the agreement reached between 
the parties has been approved by the court. 
The circumstances surrounding Alfie’s birth 
on November 11, 2007 have been investigated 
extensively and a full admission of liability was 
made in August 2011. We would like to take 
the opportunity to reiterate that we are truly 
sorry and we are pleased a settlement has been 
reached which we hope will go some way to 
meeting Alfie’s future needs.” 

Alfie’s parents formed the Friends of Alfie 
Johnson charity in 2009, which supports chil¬ 
dren with disabilities.

Jamieson second stint as commissioner 



David Jamieson, back as PCC 


LABOUR’S David Jamieson has been 
elected to serve as the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Commissioner for a 
second term. 

He was the first choice of 49.9 per cent 
of voters and finished ahead of Tory can¬ 
didate Les Jones, voted for by 25.8 per 
cent. 

Mr Jamieson, a former transport min¬ 
ister under Tony Blair, first took up the 
role in August 2014, following the death 
of former Wolverhampton councillor 
Bob Jones. Following his re-election he 
will remain in post until 2020. 

He said: “I think that in 20 months 


in the role I have made a good start and 
made changes in a number of areas. The 
thing I want to continue with is recruit¬ 
ing. 

“I have brought in 400 new officers of 
the 450 I promised - and I would have 
done all of them had the Government 
not cut the budget by a further 25 per 
cent. 

Knives 

“There has also been the Victims’ 
Commission and things like the zombie 
knives campaign which have been a suc¬ 
cess.” 


Turnout at this year’s PCC elections 
were up. Across the West Midlands 
581,072 people - or 30.03 per cent of eli¬ 
gible voters - had their say. The turnout 
in the 2014 by-election had been just 
10.38 per cent. There were, however, a 
large number of rejected ballot papers, 
totalling 28,346. 

Counting took place in two stages 
after no one candidate secured more 
than 50 per cent of first preferences. 
Finishing third was UKIP’s Pete Dur- 
nell with 17 per cent of first picks and 
fourth was Independent candidate Andy 
Flynn with 7.3 per cent. 


UKIP councillors now 
hold balance of power 



DUDLEY Council looks set 
to be run with no party in 
overall control after UKIP 
ruled out a formal coalition 
with either Labour or the 
Conservatives. 

Labour remains the biggest 
party on the council but was left 
without an overall majority after 
last week’s dramatic elections. 

It meant either party could have 
gained a majority with the help of 
UKIP’s eight councillors but group 
leader Paul Brothwood has now said 
there will be no official deal. 

Labour’s majority was chipped 
away in dramatic fashion as the party 
lost Wollaston and Stourbridge Town 
by just three votes after five recounts. 
Tory Alan Hopwood just pipped Chris 
Hale. 

The Gornal seat was lost by La¬ 
bour’s Dave Branwood to Conserva¬ 
tive David Stanley by just 27 votes. 
The Belle Vale seat also went the way 
of the Tories by just 13 votes as Laura 
Taylor gained the seat previously 
held by Donella Russell. 

Strong 

Despite being the smallest party, 
the outcome of the elections poten¬ 
tially leaves UKIP in a strong posi¬ 
tion holding the balance of power 
- they will be able to defeat Labour 
policies by voting with the Tories. 

Councillor Brothwood said he 
would speaking with both Labour 
and Conservative group leaders Pete 
Lowe and Patrick Harley about the 
way forward. 

But Labour has already said there 
would be no partnership with UKIP. 

Councillor Brothwood said: “I am 
happy to meet with the other leaders 
and see what their positions are. I am 
sure there will be lots of discussions 
over the coming weeks. We hold the 
balance of power. We hold the bal¬ 
ance of power.” 

Councillor Brothwood suggested 
Labour and the Tories might have 
to convince him why they should get 
UKIP’s support on crucial votes but 


said there would be no ‘behind closed 
doors or backroom deals’. 

“They can’t force anything through 
without UKIP. It’s early days but I 
think trust needs to build between 
the three leaders. We have made 
clear our agenda. It would be nice if 
all three parties could agree but it’s 
very early days.” 

Dudley Council leader Pete Lowe 
said he was confident he would be 
able to continue running the council, 
despite not having an overall major¬ 
ity. 

He said: “Our leadership of the 


council remains.The council was run 
with no overall control in the early 
2000s and that is exactly the agree¬ 
ment we are looking towards.” 

Labour could gain a majority by 
taking one more seat, with the Mayor 
of Dudley holding the casting vote. 

Mandate 

Mr Lowe ‘categorically’ ruled out 
any deal with UKIP and said he was 
confident the Conservatives would do 
the same. 

He said: “We have a clear mandate, 
we are just short of a majority. I want 


to sit down and have constructive dis¬ 
cussions with sensible councillors in 
the interests of the people of Dudley.” 

The local elections across the Black 
Country were once again plagued by 
low turnouts. 

Some Black Country ward turnouts 
dipped well below 20 per cent with 
many councillors claiming people are 
more interested in the upcoming Eu¬ 
ropean Union referendum. 

The lowest overall turnout in the 
Black Country was Sandwell with 27 
per cent and the highest was Dudley 
with 30.6 per cent. 


Bats could 
delay the 
demise of 
Hippodrome 

THE demolition of Dudley Hippodrome 
is being delayed by the possible presence 
of bats inside the building. 

Dudley Council bosses say a bat sur¬ 
vey will need to be carried out before any 
work to knock down the Hippodrome 
could begin. 

It comes as the town’s regeneration 
boss warned that the current rescue 
plan to save the Castle Hill former thea¬ 
tre was likely to be the last chance. 

He added that demolition work would 
start ‘very shortly’ if the takeover pack¬ 
age was not deemed viable. 

The council wants to replace the 
venue, which has hosted stars including 
Laurel and Hardy, Gracie Fields and 
George Formby, with a landscaped open 
public space. It was last used as a the¬ 
atre more than 40 years ago, became a 
bingo hall and in recent years has been 
unused. 

The Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
aim to take over the iconic venue and 
re-open it as a theatre. Up to £8 million 
would be needed. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, head of 
planning and regeneration at Dudley 
Council, said: “An issue has come about 
over bats. There will have to be a bat 
survey. We don’t know if there are bats 
in there but they are an endangered spe¬ 
cies and in hibernation, so we have had 
to avoid demolishing the building. We 
need to make sure any bats are protected 
before anything is done.” 

The Friends plan to change the name 
to the The Black Country Hippodrome 
should they secure its future. 

Sir Lenny finally 
gets his Bafta 

SIR Lenny Henry has been presented 
with a Bafta award in recognition of his 
outstanding contribution to television. 

The Dudley-born comedian, actor 
and writer, best known for his work on 
Comic Relief and recently TV drama The 
Syndicate, was honoured with the Alan 
Clarke Award at the Royal Festival Hall 
in London on Sunday. Sir Lenny said his 
late mother, Winifred, would have been 
proud. “My mum would’ve been really 
chuffed,” he said on his way to the cer¬ 
emony. “I’m really looking forward to 
making the speech and talking about 
how long it’s taken to get here. It’s been 
about 42 years and I’m very, very proud 
to be here.” 

He has called for more diversity in the 
entertainment industry to better reflect 
British society.

Fraudster 
fleeced pop 
fans over 
gig tickets 

A FRAUDSTER who fleeced music 
fans out of thousands of pounds by 
selling fake concert tickets for big- 
name artists - including One Di¬ 
rection and Lady Gaga - has been 
warned he faces a prison sentence. 

Matthew Thompson, of Dudley, 
sold non-existent tickets to gigs over 
the internet. After paying his victims 
never heard from him again. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told he was back to his old ways 
within weeks of receiving a suspended 
prison sentence in 2013. 

Thompson pleaded guilty to 12 
specimen charges of fraud from a list 
of 17. The court heard he also left 
fans of country star Garth Brooks and 
crooner Michael Buble out of pocket. 

Mr Timothy Hannam, prosecuting, 
described the 36-year-old, who used 
websites such as Ebay and Gumtree, 
as a ‘persistent’ offender. 

Thompson, of Tudor Vale, Upper 
Gornal, carried out the con between 
October 2013 and May 2014, making a 
total of £2,110. He asked the court to 
consider another 14 similar offences 
which took place between October 
2013 to September 2015, making a 
further £2,526. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, 
said Thompson was ‘well aware’ he 
was going to prison having breached 
a 20-week jail term suspended for two 
years following his last court appear¬ 
ance in November 2013 for similar 
offences. 

The judge adjourned the case until 
June 10. Thompson was granted un¬ 
conditional bail. 

50 Filipino nurses 
for Russells Hall 

THE first new nurses from the Philip¬ 
pines are set to start working at Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital this year. 

Bosses revealed that 50 nurses from 
the Asian country will begin working 
at the Dudley hospital in December. 
They are set to be followed by more 
nurses recruited in the Philippines. 

In March it was revealed that more 
than 130 nurses from the Pacific is¬ 
lands country would be recruited. 
The move came after figures revealed 
some shifts had been understaffed at 
the hospital over the past 12 months. 

At a board meeting of Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust earlier this 
year, it was said recruitment was 
planned in the Philippines and India. 

Filipino nurses are also to work in 
Sandwell and Wolverhampton. 

Homes proposed 
at former garage 

TWENTY homes will be built on a 
former garage in Dudley, under plans 
lodged with the council. Proposals for 
12 houses and eight dormer bunga¬ 
lows on land off Ketley Hill Road have 
been submitted to Dudley Council. 


More display space at glass

A NEW glass museum to open in 
Wordsley this summer is to be larger 
than originally planned. 

Bosses at the £5.5 million White 
House Cone Museum of Glass have 
decided to use an extra 600sq m of 
space as part of the venue rather than 
renting it out as planned. They had 
a change of heart after deciding they 
wanted the room to be part of the at¬ 
traction and are now asking for ideas 
on how to use it. A range of options 
are being considered, including inter¬ 
active facilities for families to use. 

The famous Stourbridge Glass 


Collection is being moved to the new 
centre, which is nearing completion. 
The display area is now three times 
larger than where the collection was 
at Broadfield House in Kingswinford. 

Graham Knowles, chairman of the 
British Glass Foundation, said the 
organisation was open to a range of 
options for the additional space. He 
also admitted that the revenue lost by 
not renting the area out will have to 
be made up elsewhere. 

He said: “The overwhelming pref¬ 
erence is to take on more space for 
glass-related activities to widen the 



scope for visitors. We propose this 
takes place in the units that were 
originally going to be rented out to 
raise income towards running costs. 
We must also ensure that we can raise 
that equivalent amount of income to 
ensure sustainability for the whole 
attraction. 

“We would therefore like ideas 
about what the additional space could 
be used for and also how funds could 
be secured to cover the cost of making 
these spaces part of the new museum”

School sued for girl's 
self-defence class bill 


A FATHER is suing his daughter’s 
school in Brierley Hill for the cost 
of self-defence classes after claims 
she was being bullied. 

The parent, who does not want to be 
named, has issued a small claims court 
order against Thorns Community College 
in Brierley Hill as a way of equipping his 
daughter ‘with the necessary skills to pro¬ 
tect herself. It is believed to be one of the 
first claims of its kind in the country. 

Andy Cox, principal at the school in Stock- 
well Avenue, said the school has received the 
court notification and will be ‘acting on that 
in due course’. 

The parent, after hearing his daughter had 
allegedly been bullied, approached the school’s 
head of inclusion. He then went to Mr Cox, be¬ 
fore progressing to the chairman of governors, 
Dennis Hodson. 

But the father claims his daughter has con¬ 
tinued to be bullied on a daily basis, so he en¬ 
rolled her onto a self-defence class and is now 
attempting to reclaim the costs of that from the 
school, which has refused to reimburse him. 

Support 

Now, with the backing of a recently founded 
parents’ support group, he has turned to the 
courts to claim back the £57.35 cost of the 
classes, plus £25 court costs. 

Luke, the interim chairman of Parents 
Against Bullying at Thorns, an anonymous 
group of parents, said: “This is thought to be 
the first case of its kind anywhere in the United 
Kingdom where a parent has been forced to 
take such drastic action due to the inability of 
the school’s leadership to deal with a case of 
bullying. 

“We have fully advised and supported the 
parent throughout the dealings he has had 
with the school. If the case is successful, we will 
be encouraging other parents whose children 
are being bullied to take the same action.” 

Mr Cox said: “The claims made by the parent 
stem from an issue concerning a pupil which 
was dealt with swiftly and appropriately by 
staff earlier this year. 

“It is important we protect this pupil, along 
with all other pupils at the school, and it is for 
this reason we will not be going into further 
detail on this matter. 

“We have a zero tolerance policy on all kinds 
of issues including bullying, verbal abuse and 
racism.”

Church is 
almost 
ready to 
re-open 

AFTER nine years of fund¬ 
raising, campaigning and 
negotiations, a group of 
volunteers are close to reo¬ 
pening a landmark Dudley 
church 

The task of securing in¬ 
surance is now all that 
stands in their way at St 
John’s in Kates Hill, which 
closed to the public 14 years 
ago due to safety concerns. 

It is proving a bigger chal¬ 
lenge than first anticipated 
but the group is confident 
of overcoming the problem, 
which will then enable to 
them to start restoration 
work and open the building 
to the community. 

St John’s Church Preser¬ 
vation Group chairman Deb 
Brownlee said the situation 
was ‘frustrating’ because 
one of the sticking points for 
potential insurers is that the 
building is currently empty. 

“It’s maddening because 
as soon as we get the insur¬ 
ance the building will not be 
empty because we are ready 
and raring to go,” she said. 
“The best security we can 
have is to get people inside 
the church and using the 
building” 

The group is continuing 
fundraising with its Dudley 
Market stall. 
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£240,000 waste 
revamp agreed 

A £240,000 project to make improve¬ 
ments to a council waste depot has 
been given the go-ahead. 

Dudley Council needs to carry out 
repair work to an emergency waste 
bunker, which is located at its Lister 
Road site. 

The authority is required by the 
Environment Agency to have an area 
where waste can be tipped in any 
emergency situation. 

Improvements will also be made to a 
storage area for road sweeping debris 
as part of the expenditure approved by 
council leader Councillor Pete Lowe. 

Station parking 
hit during work 

RESURFACING works were due to 
start at a train station car park this 
week, which will see parking spaces 
reduced for the next month. 

Work at Stourbridge Junction sta¬ 
tion will be phased over the next four 
weeks, with no more than 140 spaces 
to be off limits at any time. 

But there will then be a complete 
closure of the busy commuter car park 
over the weekend of June 11 and 12 as 
the work is completed. 

Pedestrian access from Lutley Drive 
onto Brook Road car park will also be 
restricted on some dates.

Hospital to improve poor food rating 


DUDLEY’S Russells Hall Hospital 
has one of the highest proportions of 
poor food in hospitals in England, a 
survey has found. 

One in seven dishes tasted during 
a survey was given a poor rating and 
six out of 39 food items tested at the 
hospital, run by the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, were given 
a poor rating for either taste, texture 
or temperature. 


Not getting the temperature right 
was the biggest issue, affecting all 
the poorly rated items, with all being 
at least acceptable for taste and tex¬ 
ture. 

Best 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust was one of the 
best in the West Midlands with 95 
out of 96 items rated as good or very 


good for taste and at least acceptable 
for texture and temperature. 

The survey was carried out by Pa¬ 
tient-Led Assessments of the Care 
Environment (PLACE) programme 
last year. 

Chief executive of the Dudley 
Group Paula Clark was pleased the 
overall food score had improved from 
84.28 per cent in 2014 to 86.08 per 
cent in 2015 and said that a lot of 


work had been done with patients to 
improve the hospital’s food over the 
last 12 months, namely a new Cho¬ 
sen by Patients menu with increased 
choice and dishes tried and tested by 
the patients. 

She said: “We look forward to 
welcoming our PLACE teams back 
to the hospital and hope that our 
improvements are reflected in this 
year’s scores.”

If not, can you explain how you 
can contemplate something so hateful as 
the destruction of the Jewish homeland, 
without hating Jews? 

I HAVE a friend whose most vivid mem¬ 
ory of the 1962 Cuban crisis was of a 
10-year-old classmate coming to school 
in tears because “Daddy says we’ll all be 
dead by tonight.” What sort of adult says 
such a terrible thing in front of an impres¬ 
sionable child? Probably the same sort of 
adult who claims their kids are scared and 
stressed out by school SATS tests. Adults 
have infinite power to plant ideas in the 
minds of trustful children. Tell your kids 
the school tests are a breeze and a bit of 
a game and they’ll look forward to them. 
Imprint your own prejudices on them and 
the kids will be worried to death. 

WE may never agree on whether to stay 
in the EU or leave. But can we at least 
agree to quit the Eurovision Song Contest?

140 jobs on way as 
bus operator expands

AROUND 140 jobs are to be 
created as part of a Black 
Country bus operator’s ex¬ 
pansion plans. 

The Diamond Bus Company 
has been given the all-clear to 
take over former offices in Tip- 
ton Road, Tividale, a short dis¬ 
tance from its existing base. 

The firm, which runs services 
across the West Midlands, will cre¬ 
ate a new bus park at the site, with 
some of the disused office buildings 
to be demolished. 

Diamond is due to start work on 
the move soon after the plans were 
given the nod by planning chiefs. 

Company bosses said the move 
was necessary due to the growth of 
the company and have taken advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity to use the 
disused site just a short distance 
away off John’s Lane. 

Diamond has just launched two 
new services in the Birmingham, a 
signal of its growth. 

A car park at the new site will be 
expanded to become the new bus 
park. Part of a four-storey former 
office block known as The Stones 
Building will be knocked down along 
with several other buildings that 
were associated with the site. 

Expansion 

The company said it expected 
work to begin in the ‘near future’ 
and confirmed 140 jobs are expected 
to be created ‘in the next six to 12 
months’. 

Most of the esxtra workers are ex¬ 
pected to be drivers as the company 
seeks to expand the number of ser¬ 
vices it runs. 

Business expert Ninder Johal, 
who is a board member at the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship, said: “The Black Country con¬ 
tinues to grow and prosper and is 
second highest area in the country 
for investment.” 

Diamond buses are routinely seen 
in the Black Country with services 
in West Bromwich, Walsall, Stour¬ 
bridge and Halesowen. A service 
runs to the Merry Hill shopping 
centre from Birmingham.

Staff at Ormiston Forge Academy 
in Cradley Heath have been praised 
by inspectors after ‘rapid’ progress at 
the school, which has 1,274 students 
on the roll, since the last inspection.

Gower Gardens is to open in September 


A STATE-OF-THE-ART care home in 
Halesowen has celebrated reaching a 
landmark stage in its development. 

The 66-bed three-storey care com¬ 
plex called Gower Gardens, in Kent 
Road, will open in September replac¬ 
ing the former 1960s Shenstone Care 
Home demolished last year. Up to 50 
jobs will be created. 

The organisation behind the £5 mil¬ 
lion build, Rowley Regis-based Black 
Country Housing Group (BCHG), had 
a ‘topping out’ ceremony which saw 
BCHG chief executive Amanda Tom¬ 
linson place the last tile on the roof. 


The facility will provide a home for 
older people in the area with care and 
support needs. It will be set within 
landscaped gardens and provide de¬ 
mentia care. It will also have on-site 
hairdressing facilities and cafe area. 

All rooms will be en-suite with 
modern facilities such as wi-fi for con¬ 
necting to the internet and flat screen 
TVs. 

Members of the BCHG team, led by 
Amanda Tomlinson, were present at 
the ceremony. She said: “Gower Gar¬ 
dens will become a cornerstone of the 
community providing much-needed 


high-quality care for local people in a 
state-of-the art building. By providing 
specialist care and facilities for peo¬ 
ple with dementia we hope to meet a 
range of local needs.” 

The former Shenstone Care Home 
was closed by Dudley Council in 2012. 
All staff were redeployed within the 
adult social care service. 

The construction of Gower Gardens 
has been the first purpose-built care 
home development for BCHG. 

The formal opening of Gower Gar¬ 
dens will take place in September 
after a series of open days in August. 


Charity warning over 
Right to Buy sell-off 


A CHARITY has warned that more 
than 300 council homes in Dudley 
could be sold off to help fund the 
Government’s Right to Buy exten¬ 
sion scheme - despite long waiting 
lists for properties. 

Homeless charity Shelter estimates 
that a total of 1,239 properties across the 
region (including Staffordshire) could be 
sold on the open market once they become 
vacant. But housing bosses in Dudley say 
it is too early to know how Right to Buy 
extension scheme will affect the borough. 

Shelter estimates that a total of 338 social 
housing properties would have to go on the 
market once they become vacant to fund the 
scheme. The money raised through the sale of 
‘high value’ homes could then be used to fund 
discounts of up to £100,000 for housing associ¬ 
ation tenants taking up the Right to Buy offer. 

But Dudley Council said it was still awaiting 
confirmation from the Government and it was 
not yet known how the scheme will be imple¬ 
mented. 

Assumptions 

Alan Lunt, strategic director for the place 
directorate at Dudley Council, said: “While we 
note the figures released by Shelter around the 
proposed impact of the Government’s right to 
buy policy, their report is based on a number of 
assumptions and makes it clear that the Gov¬ 
ernment has not yet determined how the policy 
will be implemented. 

“Therefore, in order to ensure that we can 
make informed decisions, we intend to await 
the detail of the policy and its implementation 
plan before assessing the impact on Dudley 
Council.” 

Shelter say councils in the area will need to 
raise more than £130 million through the sale 
of ‘high value’ homes to pay for the subsidies, 
under an extension to the Right to Buy scheme, 
which is now being put through Parliament as 
part of the Housing and Planning Bill. 

The Right to Buy scheme helps eligible coun¬ 
cil and housing association tenants buy their 
home at discounted market value. 

Shelter predicts that Dudley Council needs 
to find £42,4m and could be forced to sell off 
338 properties 

There is estimated to be more than 20,000 
people on waiting lists for properties across the 
region.

Slow down: 
education 
moves are 
just too fast 

AS you may probably deduce from my 
weekly ramblings, I am no educational¬ 
ist. And I have no view one way or the 
other whether converting all schools into 
academies would be a good thing, a bad 
thing, or as perhaps many of us suspect, 
will make very little difference either way. 

Given the amount of furore it has 
caused though, it does cross my mind 
that many in today’s government would 
do well to learn from the old ‘80s war- 
horse Norman Tebbit, who argued that 
the key to getting radical reform accept¬ 
ed was to “stay one step behind public 
opinion”, and leave the population de¬ 
manding more. 

Regardless of which side of the fence 
you sit on, it doesn’t seem rocket science 
that slow, progressive change is usually 
more sustainable than these big macho 
policy announcements that politicians 
seem so fond of these days. 

Still, I’m glad the plan is on hold, for the 
simple reason it means we will no longer 
have to hear the ghastly words “acade- 
mise” or “academisation” for a while. 

Like I said, I’m no educationalist, but I 
do know that academy is a noun and not 
a verb.

Communication is imperative - Adrian Wright Keeping an eye on the future of steel industry 


ROB GOLLEDGE talks to the 
new man at the helm of the 
Black Country Chamber of 
Commerce, Adrian Wright 


ADRIAN Wright knows what his top 
priority is as the man at the helm 
of Black Country business - a PR 
mission to sell and celebrate the 
region. 

As West Bromwich Albion’s sales and 
marketing director he is used to secur¬ 
ing deals from £2.5 million shirt spon¬ 
sorships to £30,000 hospitality packages 
from companies all over the world. 

And knowing the benefits of good PR is what 
he thinks he can bring as President of the 
Black Country Chamber of Commerce. 

The 39-year-old said: “I have a real strong 
belief in that from a PR point of view I would 
be hoping to be shouting about businesses to 
amplify what they do and how they econom¬ 
ically benefit the region.“One thing I don’t 
think we do very well is talk about the region 
and what our successes are. There are some 
exceptional businesses that are doing incred¬ 
ible things that no-one knows anything about. 

Relationships 

“I think it is really important we amplify 
those opportunities so wider West Midlands, 
national and global media are aware of them.” 

He moved to the Hawthorns six years ago 
after a spell at Blues as head of corporate sales. 

And he hopes to bring a bit of Premier 
League nous to the chamber. 

He said: “With it being a membership body 
and being very media and PR driven, commu¬ 
nication is imperative to satisfy members. 

“Look at my day job which is acquiring 
sponsors, executive clients, box holders. They 
are effectively buying membership into an es¬ 
tablishment. We offer them assets that benefit 
their business which is no different from the 
chamber.“The wants and needs can be very 
different but ultimately it is about relation¬ 
ships, delivery and retention. 


“One thing I have instilled into people I 
have had the fortune to speak to at the cham¬ 
ber is to make sure we retain the members we 
have got - that is really important. I have al¬ 
ways been schooled that it is twice as hard to 
recruit a new member than to maintain one.” 

Mr Wright has taken up the reigns replacing 
the popular Ninder Johal after two years. 

And he also just penned a deal with the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton on a sporting initia¬ 
tive called Pass it Forward - providing football 
coaching skills for young people in India. 

The partnership has been set up with the 
Delhi Government, local football team Delhi 
Dynamos, Youth Football International, and 
the West Bromwich Albion Foundation. 

The initial programme will see sports coach¬ 
ing practice degree students from the universi¬ 
ty’s Institute of Sport travelling to Delhi with 
WBA Foundation coaches to provide school- 


based football coaching for around 35,000 
children between the ages of five and 14. And 
he is more than aware the impact football can 
have in all sorts of walks of life. 

He said: “You talk to a lot of people in terms 
of football and it touches a lot of the commu¬ 
nity. We are a condensed area with five clubs 
which have been represented at a high level. 
Next season we are a Premier League club and 
I think that is something we have to capitalise 
on. As a local venue we communicate with our 
local communities, we have a lot of businesses 
coming in to use our facilities. Match days are 
a pinnacle where we have people from all over 
the country visiting our stadium, we connect 
live at the game, digitally and by the airwaves 
to a massive audience.” 

And he admits, having Wolves back in the 
top flight would benefit the economy. He said: 
“To have two Premier League clubs would be 


better. While we are in the Premier League we 
will fly the flag for the West Midlands and en¬ 
sure our region is on the map.” 

Mr Wright was an 11th hour replacement 
after Kevin Rogers, boss of Wolverhampton 
firm Paycare, said he could not take up the 
role due to work commitments. 

He said: “One of the perils of being a Pre¬ 
mier League football club is the tendency to 
resonate to the international market and 
sometimes you can lose touch with your local 
roots. Being born and bred Brummie, and 
working in the Black Country for six years it 
was a perfect opportunity. I threw my hat in 
the ring and the board unanimously backed 
me. I have taken on the challenge and am look¬ 
ing forward to it. 

“Ultimately there are some internal things 
we need to address - what value is it adding 
to members, what services we are providing 
and what we can do for them. One thing the 
chamber is good at doing is keeping people 
aware about what is going on in business and 
major things, the agenda, EU referendum, 
Tata issues, a lot of the things the Chamber 
needs to have its finger on the pulse so that 
members and the wider business community 
understand what impact it will have on their 
business.” 

Meanwhile, supporting manufacturers, get¬ 
ting to grips with the steel crisis, and the EU 
referendum are the big topics. 

He said: “With manufacturing being 40 per 
cent of the area’s GDP output, it is important 
that our manufacturing base is not eroded and 
making sure they are at the cutting edge of 
their games. The referendum from a chamber 
perspective is we won’t take a view backing 
either camp. “On steel we are keeping a very 
close eye on it. There are around 150 busi¬ 
nesses connected to the steel industry and nat¬ 
urally we want to ensure we are fed the correct 
information. As we speak it is a watching brief 
and we have set up a lobbying group that is 
trying to pull together a commercialisation 
deal which if no-one was to buy Tata then that 
the Government would come in and stabilise 
it until in a good enough position to be sold. 
Whether that happens remains to be seen 
but it is something we support as a Chamber. 
Thousands of jobs and in the supply chain de¬ 
pend on this industry

Carers are now working within very strict rules 


REGARDING carers charged over 
choking case - People must realise how 
dedicated carers must be to look after 
‘clients’ with learning difficulties and 
other problems. 

These carers had looked after this 
lad for many years. My daughter has 
the same problem with swallowing and 
is allowed to consume certain foods in 
the correct manner, like sitting upright 
at a table in the dining area. 

Unaware of this affliction my wife 
and I cared for her for over 40 years, 
letting her feed herself with everyday 
meals. No problems. 


Now she is in care all the rules apply 
regarding meals and food. When I visit 
I let her have her favourite snacks. If 
the worst happened would I be charged 
with manslaughter? 

The rules and regulations are now so 
severe that experienced carers are re¬ 
signing and vacancies are being slowly 
filled by carers who have to be trained 
to administer the drugs. Now we have 
a shortage of staff and the quality of 
care is becoming difficult to maintain. 

A few years ago I gave my daughter 
her drugs as usual, not knowing my 
wife had also done this. Panic, an over¬ 


dose. We rushed her to hospital and 
happily no harm was done. The shock 
and fear was punishment enough but 
should I have been charged? 

The situation is dreadful regarding 
the regulations with responsible carers 
unable to carry out their tasks with¬ 
out worry because one slip and they 
are suspended or dismissed or even 
charged. 

All the carers I know treat their cli¬ 
ents like human beings or even like 
their own child.

Ironically, the fuel pov¬ 
erty affecting older people 
may be the thing that will 
provide jobs for the younger 
generation. Insulating our 
houses, reducing heating 
bills and this country’s car¬ 
bon footprint will create 
many jobs.

Bright spark but husband feels the heat

IT looks like a scene fresh out of an 
action movie — where a dramatic sea 
of fire reigns down on a dark figure. 

But this epic shot was taken by 
a Black Country photographic club 
member with the help of some clever 
camera trickery. 

Photographer Steph Clarke, co¬ 
founder of Wednesfield Photographic 
Club, took it when he was out at Bag¬ 
geridge Country Park on a Thursday 
evening. It shows her husband, James, 
dressed from head-to-toe and holding 
an umbrella, engulfed with burning 


wire wool that is being dropped from a 
disused railway bridge above. 

Steph used the technique of an ex¬ 
posure to capture the scene, where 
the photograph was taken over four 
seconds.

“We made the effects of the photo¬ 
graph where a member of our group 
stood on the bridge above and dropped 
burning wire wool over him. We took 
safety precautions although some of 
the wire managed to burn through his 
clothes and umbrella. 


“He was wearing warm gloves and 
clothing and tried to cover as much 
flesh as possible. The burning wool 
looks incredible, it gives the effect that 
there are a lot more flames and sparks 
than there actually is. It is safe as long 
as there isn’t any naked skin and the 
ground is wet.” 

Steph took the photograph with 
her Nikon D7000, a ‘mid-range DSLR 
camera’, whilst out on a trip with her 
group. The club, which now has more 
than 100 members, is celebrating its 
one year anniversary.

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I thought wife blamed 
me over our girls' deaths 


A BLACK Country business¬ 
man whose teenage daugh¬ 
ters were killed in the Hills¬ 
borough disaster feared that 
his former wife blamed him 
for failing to look after them 
properly. 

Trevor Hicks, the former man¬ 
aging director of Perma Systems in 
Kingswinford, and his ex-wife Jenni 
returned together to the scene of the 
1989 tragedy at Sheffield Wednesday’s 
ground, in which 96 Liverpool fans 
died. 

Their visit to the stadium, for the 
first time in 25 years, can now be re¬ 
vealed following the conclusion of the 
two-year-long inquests which found 
that the Liverpool fans were unlaw¬ 
fully killed. 

During a BBC documentary, stand¬ 
ing with Jenni near the spot where 
their teenaged daughters Sarah and 
Vicki had lain on the turf, Trevor said: 
“I always thought Jenni blamed me for 
not looking after them properly.” 

Jenni replied: “It’s never even en¬ 
tered my head to have blamed you. I 
never, ever have and still don’t.” 

Talked 

Jenni said: “The last time we were 
at that ground together was obviously 
the day of the Hillsborough disaster. 

“As a couple we never talked about 
our own experiences because our 
group (Hillsborough Family Support 
Group) was formed very, very quickly 
and I guess we were into the 96, and 
it’s not deemed appropriate just to talk 
about your own experiences. 

“Then we split up a couple of years 
later. Sadly, our marriage broke down 
because of all the stresses and strains 
of it. So you never really had the op¬ 
portunity to talk about it in such great 
detail and that’s what going back to¬ 
gether did. To have Trevor take me

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Prison for 
killer driver 
who fled 
crash scene 

A SPEEDING driver who fled the scene af¬ 
ter killing a pedestrian by careering on to 
the pavement had been jailed for nearly five 
years. 

Jordan Edwards was doing 73mph in a 30 limit 
when he lost control approaching the T-junction of 
Marriott Road and Cradley Road, Netherton, on 
November 7 last year, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told last week. 

The black Seat Ibiza with 
the 22-year-old at the wheel 
failed to make an intended 
right turn, hurtling across 
the main road and plough¬ 
ing into Netherton man 
Gary Wroblewski, a tanker 
driver who was walking 
home from the pub. 

The 53-year-old was killed 
almost immediately by the 
impact, said Mr David Ben¬ 
nett, prosecuting. 

Edwards, who did not 
have a full driving licence 
but had several previous 
convictions for motoring of¬ 
fences, made no attempt to 
help the dying man. 

Embedded 

He and another person 
were seen on CCTV running 
away down Marriott Road 
with the ignition key sec¬ 
onds after the smash, leav¬ 
ing the Seat Ibiza embedded 
in a roadside billboard. 

The DNA of Edwards was 
found on an airbag in the 
vehicle and a cap discovered 
in a foot well. Traces of his 
blood had also been discov¬ 
ered on the inside of the 
windscreen, continued Mr 
Bennett. 

The defendant - who 
owned the car - finally gave 
himself up to police in Brier- 
ley Hill on February 22, 
after being on the run for 
almost four months. 

He admitted panicking 
and acting ‘like a coward’ 
the court was told. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, de¬ 
fending, declared: “This was 
a short piece of bad driving 
at grossly excessive speed. 

“He is mortified by what 
he has done.”

Jordan Edwards - jailed 


Edwards, from Terry 
Street, Dudley, admitted 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and was jailed for 
four years and nine months. 

Judge Kristina Mont¬ 
gomery QC, told him: “Ap¬ 
proaching the T junction 
at 73mph, either you could 
not stop in time to look out 
into the junction or you 
had no intention of coming 
to a halt, taking the corner 
without stopping. The Seat 
veered across the entire car¬ 
riageway, killing Mr Wrob¬ 
lewski. 

“You had to be traced 
and did not come forward 
until many months later 
when you realised the police 
were unlikely to cease their 
search for you. 

“You presented yourself 
to them but initially blamed 
the condition of your vehi¬ 
cle for what happened. The 
only fault that night was 
with your driving.” 

Edwards was also banned 
from driving for six years 
and will have to pass an ex¬ 
tended test before receiving 
a driving licence.

School already taking 
students from coseley

A SECOND school in Sedg- 
ley is taking pupils from clo¬ 
sure-threatened Coseley 
School. 

High Areal School has increased ca¬ 
pacity to take on students from Cose¬ 
ley, although bosses admit the move 
has placed a ‘considerable strain’ on 
school finances, staffing and resources. 

Parents at nearby Dormston School 
have launched a petition objecting to 
Coseley pupils adding to numbers at 
their school. 

High Areal has already taken on 
around 70 students from Coseley but 
will not receive any additional funding 


from Dudley Council. Another 50 to 60 
are expected to start in September. 

High Areal will have additional 
space for another 40 pupils at the start 
of the next school term, increasing its 
capacity by around 10 pupils in each 
year group. 

Mrs Joe Bull, head teacher at High 
Areal, said: “The High Areal School 
fully appreciates that the lack of clar¬ 
ity over the future of The Coseley 
School has brought and continues to 
bring considerable uncertainty to both 
parents and students of Coseley. 

“We have openly welcomed a consid¬ 
erable number of students from Cose¬ 
ley already and, in order to continue, 


we have taken the decision to increase 
our pupil admission number by ap¬ 
proximately 10 in each year group. 

Positive 

“The Coseley students who have al¬ 
ready started at The High Areal School 
has settled very well. 

“As we would expect, current High 
Areal students have been very sup¬ 
portive of the new arrivals and helped 
them to settle in. Feedback from a re¬ 
cent parents’ evening was extremely 
positive.” 

Dudley Council in January launched 
a consultation about possible closure 
of The Coseley School.

Zombie knives ban could 
be brought in this year

ZOMBIE knives will be 
banned in the UK by the end 
of the year, the Shadow Po¬ 
licing Minister says. 

Jack Dromey said he was con¬ 
fident the deadly weapons would 
no longer be able to end up in 
the hands of young people — as 
he praised The Chronicle’s sister 
newspaper the Express & Star for 
its campaign on the issue. 

The blades, which can be up to 2ft in 
length and have names such as Head 
Splitter, Death Dagger and Decapita- 
tor have been bought online, with the 
Government now set to rush through 
legislation banning their sale, manu¬ 
facture of importation. 

The ease in availability of ‘zombie 
knives’ was highlighted by the Express 
& Star and The Chronicle last year, 
prompting the region’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner David Jamie¬ 
son to launch a campaign to ban the 
blades. 

Parliament 

Mr Jamieson met Home Office min¬ 
ister Karen Bradley MP to discuss the 
issue earlier this month. Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin has also spoken in Par¬ 
liament against the sale of the knives. 

Now Mr Dromey, who has been a 
key member of cross-party discussions 
to try and bring about the ban, said he 
expects it to come into force by the end 
of the year - and a ban on other knives 
to follow soon after. 

Labour’s Shadow Policing Minis¬ 
ter, who was speaking during a visit 
to Dudley, said: “Thanks to the cam¬ 
paign by David Jamieson and the Ex¬ 
press & Star zombie knives will now 
be banned. 

“Progress is also being made on the 
sale of knives on the internet more 
generally. We have formed a cross¬ 
party alliance to strengthen the case 


to end the nonsense of being able to 
by a knife that can kill on the internet 
without any age checks. 

“The ban on zombie knives I am 
confident will be in place by the end 
of this year. The ban on buying knives 
on the internet more generally might 
take us into 2017.1 am confident it’s a 
battle we can win. 

Mr Dromey referred to the death of 


schoolboy Bailey Gwynne in Aberdeen 
last year as an example of why action 
on knives was so important. He was 
stabbed by a 16-year-old at school with 
a knife bought online. 

Mr Dromey said: “Young people 
should be able to walk on the streets 
of the Black Country and feel safe. 
Knives that can kill should have no 
place on our streets.”

Concern over impact of new 
apartments on High Street 


KINGSWINFORD residents have hit out at 
plans to transform the former Npower base 
into homes. 

Concerns over extra traffic, increased demand on 
local facilities and a strain on sewerage system are 
among the worries sparked by the proposals. 

The former Npower offices in High Street have been 
empty since the energy giant moved out three years ago. 


Now there are plans to 
convert the building into 66 
one and two-bedroom flats 
under a scheme unveiled by 
Mandale Apartments. 

Susan Keeling, who lives 
in High Street, said that 
local facilities were already 
at ‘breaking point’ and her 
neighbours were concerned. 

“The plans could accom¬ 
modate anything up to 150 
plus adults and children in 
one building,” she said. 

Strain 

“The use of this building 
for this many people on one 
site will create a strain on 
local doctors, schools and 
other facilities that are al¬ 
ready at breaking point. 

“Traffic will increase on 
what is already a blackspot 
for small accidents at least 
once a week.” 

She added: “We are also 
concerned about the extra 
strain on drainage with 66 
kitchens and 66 bathrooms 
being created and being fed 
into the main sewers. ”

The plans for a total of 
42 one-bedroom flats and 
24 two-bedroom flats are 
set to be lodged with Dud¬ 
ley Council in the coming 
weeks. 

Mandale say that they see 
the four-storey building as 
the ‘perfect opportunity’ to 
create new apartments. 

Councillor Dave Tyler 
said turning the building 
into homes may be the ‘best 
solution’ to prevent it from 
becoming an ‘eyesore’. 

But he stressed that the 
council would have to look 
at the impact on the local 
community.

SC at Calf Heath Reservoir. 

Events can include dinghy sailing, wind¬ 
surfing, bigger boats, and sailing for the 
disabled. 


Legal high drag deaths treble 
with men in 20s at most risk 


DEATHS linked to so-called ‘legal 
highs’ more than tripled in two years, 
an official report has found. 

Experts said the number has increased 
over a 10-year period from 2004 with a to¬ 
tal of 76 recorded during that time frame 
in England and Wales. 

There was a “marked” rise between 2011 and 
2013 when cases jumped from seven to 23. 

A BBC TV documentary recently focussed on 
concerns over a legal high called Black Mamba, 
highlightint the problem in Wolverhampton. 

The analysis by the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics (ONS) - which comes as the Government 
prepares to introduce a crackdown on the drugs 
- found that men in their 20s were most at risk. 


Its study said the average age for deaths in¬ 
volving legal highs is 28, 10 years younger than 
the average for illegal drugs. 

The youngest person to die after taking a legal 
high was aged 18, and nine teenagers have died 
between 2004 and 2013. 

Tablet 

Vanessa Fearn, mortality researcher at the 
ONS, said: “Some people think that because 
these drugs are or were legal until recently, 
they are safe. Forensic testing has shown that 
a single tablet or powder can contain a mixture 
of different substances, even ‘traditional’ illegal 
drugs, which may explain why the majority of 
deaths involving legal highs involved more than 
one drug.” 


The number of deaths involving legal highs 
remains “very small” compared with those 
linked to illegal drugs. In the same 10 year pe¬ 
riod there were more than 100 times as many 
deaths involving heroin/morphine (7,748) and 
more than 20 times as many involving cocaine 
(1,752). 

Legal highs - officially referred to as ‘new 
psychoactive substances’ - saw an explosion in 
popularity on the drug scene around 2008. They 
contain substances which mimic the effects of 
“traditional” illegal drugs like cocaine, cannabis 
and ecstasy. 

A blanket ban on the production, distribution, 
sale and supply of new psychoactive substances 
is scheduled to be rolled out within weeks, with 
sellers facing up to seven years in prison. 


Library use is 
up in borough 

THE number of people visiting libraries 
in Dudley is rising - bucking the trend 
elsewhere across the Midlands. 

Libraries branching out and offering 
more than just books, hosting events and 
activities for all the family are some of the 
reasons behind the increase in parts of 
the Black Country, bosses say. It comes as 
some libraries have been at risk of closure 
while others have been handed over to vol¬ 
unteers to run. 

The statistics from The Chartered In¬ 
stitute of Public Finance and Accountancy 
show that in Dudley the number of visits 
increased from 1,099,542 to 1,147,900 in 
2014/15. Tony Oakman, strategic director 
at Dudley Council, said: “People use li¬ 
braries as they are safe and trusted spaces 
in their community where they have free 
access not just to books but to expert pro¬ 
fessional advice.”

A new larger Top Shop store has opened, 
free wi-fi is now widely available and a new

notice appeared announcing its closure on 
June 8 after almost 30 years at the centre. 


Raids net huge haul 
of illegal tobacco 

ILLEGAL tobacco worth more than £220,000 has been 
found after a series of raids across the Black Country. 

The raids which were organised by the Black Country 
Tobacco Control Alliance (BCTCA) which covers Dudley, 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton and Walsall, and saw a number 
of shops across the region investigated for the sale of illegal 
tobacco. 

In total, trading standards officers seized illegal tobacco 
with a street value of around £227,000. This included cig¬ 
arettes with a street value of approximately £175,000 and 
hand-rolling tobacco valued at around £52,000. It provided 
one one of the best ever hauls. 

In the recent raids, detection dogs helped sniff out the 
illegal goods, even those hidden under floorboards. Over 
the last two years trading standards with police and dog 
teams have seized more than 994,000 illegal cigarettes and 
6,700 pouches of tobacco in the Black Country.

Testing time as Great 
Depression took its toll 


SEVENTY five years ago A J 
Stevens & Co folded, one of 
the most illustrious names in 
Wolverhampton’s long engi¬ 
neering history. 

The company had been founded 
by the Stevens Brothers, George, 
Harry, Jack and Joe jnr. 

They had all started out work¬ 
ing for their father’s company, 
making parts for locks, bicycles 
and other products. 

Expand 

But in 1899 an American petrol 
engine was bought for the works, 
and Harry quickly decided that he 
could make something better him¬ 
self, and he did. 

Stevens Bros engines were soon 
in demand for motor-cycle manu¬ 
facturers like Clyno, and in 1909 
the brothers set up on their own 
in Retreat Street, making mo¬ 
tor-cycles, financed by the mon¬ 
ey Harry received for designing

the first Sunbeam motor-cycle. 
In 1914 the operation became a 
public company and they chose 
the name AJS, Jack’s initials, he 
being the only brother with two 
Christian names. 

They soon needed to expand 
and bought the Graiseley Hill 
Estate just over the road, where 
a large factory sprang up. They 
encouraged Clyno to move from 
Northampton into the old Retreat 
Street property. 

AJS motor-cycles became reg¬ 
ular TT winners on the Isle of 
Man and the company prospered, 
as many as 600 bikes being built 
every week. 

They diversified into making radios, 
the wireless factory being in Lower 
Walsall Street, and then Charles Hay¬ 
ward (Sir Jack’s dad) secured con¬ 
tracts for them to build the bodies for 


Clyno cars , which were now in pro¬ 
duction in Pelham Street. 

Soon AJS were making their own 
cars and light commercial vehicles, 
but the Great Depression was to have 
a devastating effect on the company. 

The wireless business, which had 
moved to Stewart Street was the first 
to go, and then, in 1931, the company 
closed, though all creditors were paid 
up. 

Invest 

The AJS name was bought by 
Matchless Motor-cycles, and the Ste¬ 
vens Bros carried on making light vans 
for a while, but the roar of AJS testers 
setting off down the Penn Road was no 
longer heard. 

Charles Hayward who had set up 
the Electric & General Engineering 
Trust to invest in engineering com¬ 
panies, and had bought the aircraft 
department from Boulton & Paul 
Ltd of Norwich, insisted that the new 
company, to be named Boulton Paul 
Aircraft, build its new factory in Wol¬ 
verhampton, because he so regretted 
the loss of jobs caused by the folding of 
his erstwhile employer, AJS.

M EETING Vicki Ball is all about 
the smiles - lots of them. She’s 
generous with her compliments, can’t 
wait for her next holiday adventure 
and has the most infectious of laughs. 

Her company is light and she’s gushing 
with the praise about her new look. 

A retired community midwife who was 
based at the former Wordsley Hospital, the 
bubbly 60-something-year-old is quick to 
affirm: “I love my new teeth and they look 
natural, don’t they?” 

Adding: “You can’t tell they’re not my own,” 
Vicki admits her smile has not always been 


her favourite attribute. “I’ve always had 
trouble with my teeth; even as a young girl 
they crumbled and my gums used to bleed. 
Even though I was diligent about looking 
after them, they still let me down,” she adds. 

Two years ago, Vicki finally lost her 
remaining teeth. “I really don’t know why my 
teeth were so bad, but I was the youngest of 
eight children and I understand my mother’s 
priorities did not include teaching me how 
to brush my teeth. She had more pressing 
priorities of how she was going to put food 
on the table,” Vicki recalls. 

A teenager by the time she had her first

Her diet became restricted, avoiding beef 
and crispy fruits like apples.

Yak attack with 
a savage debut

ALBUMS

COMPRISING two Wulfruni- 
ans (singer/guitarist Oli 
Burslem and bassist Andy 
Jones) and a Kiwi (drummer 
Elliot Rawson), Yak make an 
impressive noise on their de¬ 
but album Alas Salvation. 

If you thought Royal Blood were 
raw and raucous, prepare to be blown 
away by Yak’s savage, passionate, bru¬ 
tal blast. Is there something that makes 
Wolves folks want to roar because the 
city’s other big noise God Damn are 
also ear-shreddingly intense, but even 
they can’t match this trio’s hard-hitting 
approach. That’s apparent right from 
the start with screamo headbanger 
Victorious (National Anthem). 

There are contrasts, Take It begins 
wistfully before upping the ante from 
psychedelic reverie to grinding riff, 
while Please Don’t Wait For Me recalls 
Blue Jay Way from The Beatles’ Magi¬ 
cal Mystery Tour. 

Use Somebody is a punk-grunge 
garage rocker of the first order and the 
energy on the melodic swagger of Har¬ 
bour The Feeling could grab the atten¬ 
tion of traditional rock fans, as could 
the twangy and explosive Smile. 

Doo Wah is like a collision between 
The Velvet Underground and The Fall. 
However, Hungry Heart should be 
their anthem with Oli in declamatory 
form with a snarl of a vocal worthy of 
John Lydon. The fact that Oli looks like 
a young Mick Jagger will do them no 
harm either. 

Gloomy but kind of glorious, Dub¬ 
lin’s September Girls utilise stark surf 
guitar, reverb and grinding riffs to po¬ 
tent effect on The Age of Indignation. 
The indignation is a feminist response 


to life in Ireland, apparent on Jaw on 
the Floor and the angry Catholic Guilt. 
They use the swirling power of psych 
rock to pack a political, socially aware 
punch on a significant second album, 
particularly the incendiary title track 
taking the worst aspects of social me¬ 
dia to task. 

September Girls are in concert with 
Telegram at Birmingham’s 02 Acade¬ 
my 3 on Tuesday night. 

Scottish indie rockers Travis still 
jangle nicely, and frontman Fran Healy 
croons pleasantly, much as they did in 
the immediate post-Brit Pop era when 
the Glaswegian quartet had hits with 
Driftwood, Why Does It Always Rain 
On Me, Turn and Sing. 

Eighth album Everything At Once 
has typically Travis melodic and melan¬ 
choly upbeat songs that should please 
the fans, such as What Will Come and 
arm-waving anthem Animals. There 
is some progression, the twitchy title 
track is fresh and Mancunian song¬ 
stress Josephine Oniyama guests on 
Idlewild. 

Travis are in concert at the 02 Acad¬ 
emy in Birmingham tonight (Thursday). 


The return of Minnesota’s The Jay- 
hawks should be celebrated by fans of 
alt-rock and Americana. Formed in the 
mid-80s, they sound as good as ever 
on Paging Mr Proust, first album in 
five years from the outfit led by singer, 
guitarist and songwriter Gary Louris. 

The jangling, earnest Quiet Corners 
& Empty Spaces will warm the heart 
of any fan of The Byrds, Lemonheads 
or REM (whose Peter Buck produces). 
Lovers Of The Sun has a hazy Califor¬ 
nian vibe, Leaving The Monsters Be¬ 
hind recalls The Band and Love, while 
The Devil Is In His Eyes is a rugged 
country rocker with mouth organ, har¬ 
monies and Crazy Horse style guitar. 

There is a definite feel of the 1980s 
about Cut And Paste, the debut from 
young Londoner Oscar (Scheller). It is 
most apparent on The Human League¬ 
like punchy synth driven single Some¬ 
times, featuring vocals from Florence 
Van Camerkj to contrast with Oscar’s 
rich dark baritone. Maybe it’s the voice 
but he also reminded me of Black on 
the reggae-flavoured Good Things and 
Only Friend, which features harmonies 
from Marika Hackman.

Finding life as a nanny 
is not all child's play 


F or those who were brought up 
during the 1980s, it doesn’t seem 
like that long ago. 

However, it was a different world, 
one in which children felt self to play 
out after school with their mates, a 
maximum of four TV channels existed, 
videos were only just getting off the 
ground, the internet was unheard of 
and shoulder pads were all the rage. 

Nina Stibbe was just making her 
way into the world at that time. In 
1982, she turned 20 and decided to 
make the big move from her family 
home in Leicester to the bright lights 
of London - or Camden, at least. 

Nina landed a job as the nanny to 
two lively young boys, brothers Joe 
and Max, the offspring of film and TV 
director Stephen Frears and his 
former wife Mary-Kay Wilmers, the 
American-born co-founder of the 
London Review of Books; it was into 
Wilmers’ household that she moved. 

Around 30 years later, Stibbes 
compiled a book about her 
experiences of living there, a time that 
brought her into contact with such 
glitterati as Alan Bennett and Jonathan 


Miller, both of whom were neighbours 
- at the time, she had an inkling they 
were famous, but had no idea what 
for. 

The book, Love, Nina: Despatches 
from Family Life, features the letters 
she wrote to her sister about her 
‘glamorous’ new life, and became an 
instant hit, winning the Non-fiction 
Book of the Year category at the 
prestigious National Book Awards in 
2014. 

Now it’s been turned into a five-part 
drama by Nick Hornby - his first 
project for the small screen - who fell 
in love with the story when the tome 
was first published. 

“Nina Stibbe’s book Love, Nina has 
already established itself as a much¬ 
loved piece of comic writing and I love 
it,” says Hornby. 

“Her observations and worldview 
were the inspiration for a show that 
we think captures the same spirit. It’s 
been a joy to write and we’re thrilled 
with the quality of our cast.” 

Rather than being a straight 
adaptation, Hornby has taken the 
essence of the story and turned it into 


a fictionalised tale, with names 
changed and situations altered. 
However, it still retains the flavour of 
Stibbe’s experiences and offers an 
insight into life on a cultured corner of 
north London during the 1980s. 

It has an excellent cast too, headed 
by Helena Bonham Carter. She isn’t 
known for taking on serial TV dramas, 
but was clearly impressed by the 
script; filming probably allowed her to 
stay close to her family home in 
London too. 

The opening episode introduces us 
to Nina, played by Faye Marsay, when 
she is interviewed by George 
(Bonham Carter) for the position of 
nanny at her home in Gloucester 
Crescent. 

It’s there that she meets the two 
boys, Max and Joe, who will become 
the centre of her universe over the 
coming months, although it soon 
becomes clear that Nina may have 
exaggerated her skills as a help 
around the home... 

Jason Watkins, Ethan Rouse, Harry 
Webster and Josh McGuire are 
among the supporting cast.

THAT’S the best curry I’ve had in 
a long time,” declared my sister. 
“The service was excellent,” stat¬ 
ed my eight-going-on-18 niece. 

While my five-year-old nephew, who 
is the fussiest eater I’ve ever known, 
cleaned his plate. 

And that, my friends, is testament 
enough to the fantastic meal we had at 
Penn Tandoori recently. In the history 
of writing these reviews I could probably 
count the number of five star ratings on 
one hand, but Penn Tandoori, at 272 Penn 
Road, Wolverhampton, is deserving of every 
bit of praise because it was faultless. 

We arrived on a Monday evening during 
the Easter school holidays, and were pretty 
much banging on the door at 6pm we were 
so hungry. 

I arrived late, but my sister and her chil-

dren were already seated, coats kindly hung 
up for them and menus in hand. 

The restaurant was quiet at this stage 
- we were the first through the door - but 
gradually through the evening it began to 
get busier, with a mix of couples and a few 
of the large tables that appeared to be cele¬ 
brating birthdays. And when a restaurant is 
busy on a traditionally quiet Monday, that’s 
always a good sign in my book. 

Inside, the decor is nothing to scream 
about, but the environment is comfortable 
and relaxed. There’s a small welcome area 
with a sofa and coffee table as you walk in, 
and as you are led into the restaurant it is 
surprisingly roomy, with a fully-licensed 
bar stocking a wide range of beers, wines 
and spirits. 

It looks unfussy and classic with leather 


chairs, cream tablecloths, mint green walls, 
neat black napkins and a few ornaments 
here and there. Ultimately it is a classic 
venue. 

We ordered soft drinks for the kids and 
a bottle of wine for the grown-ups while 
we looked through the menu, which has a 
great mix of classic dishes and some splen¬ 
did-sounding specials. 

Munched 

As we were deciding what to order, we 
munched through a mountain of crisp pop- 
padoms which came with various dips. 

The menu was full of tempting offerings, 
particularly on the chefs specials menu, 
such as the chicken capsila - boneless tan¬ 
doori chicken, cooked with ginger, herbs 
and green chilli, while the Penn special 
salmon was also tempting; a salmon dish 
served with traditional beans and garlic. 


The menu also had all the classic offer¬ 
ings such as bhunas, pathias, madras and 
korma dishes, which gave the option of 
being vegetable, meat or prawn dishes. And 
if you don’t fancy just one dish, you can also 
go for a combination option. 

Suggestions include chicken korma 
with chicken bhuna, chicken jalfrezi and 
lamb balti along with chicken dansak and 
chicken dupiaza - perfect for those who 
can’t make up their minds! There are also 
plenty of vegetable and side dishes. 

Our food was delicious - my notoriously 
picky nephew showing off his clean plate 
with pride after his meal was proof of that. 

The service was friendly and relaxed. And 
if that didn’t win us over, the rose each of 
us three girls was given at the end of the 
night guaranteed we left with a smile on 
our faces. The bill came to just over £75, in¬ 
cluding a bottle of wine, worth every penny.

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Upping the bar on Kuga 


By John Griffiths 

You hear a lot about crossover 
or compact SUV cars these days: 
that’s because they are effective¬ 
ly driving the new car market and 
almost every manufacturer has 
been rushing to get one in the 
showrooms. 

Sales of such vehicles were up by 25 
per cent in the first quarter of the year, way 
above the industry average. 

Ford got into the race early, with the first 
Kuga almost a decade ago, and with many 
more, and newer rivals, now was a good 
time to update an improve the car. 

Like most of the competition, there are 
front wheel and four wheel drive options 
and a range of petrol ansd diesel options at 
prices from just under £20,000, which does 
put them at something of a disadvantage to 
the private buyer, at least. 

The new car is distinguished by its front 
end, with a more steeply sloping bonnet (to 
increase its pedestrian safety rating), new 
lights and a lot of new technology inside. 

Also new to the line up is the entry lev¬ 
el Zetec model with the fuel and tax saving 
120PS version of Ford’s now familiar 1.5 
litre ‘Ecoboost’ turbocharged petrol engine. 

The test car was fitted with the 148bhp 
Ecoboost’ (there’s also a 178bhp version) 
and this comes with front wheel drive only - 
only the top-rated petrol and diesel units are 
fitted to all-wheel drive examples. 

Of course many of the compact SUVs you 
see on the roads are two-wheel drive: many 
owners don’t want or need a full-fledged 
4x4 with the extra expense that involves. 


But they like the style, image, tall ‘command’ 
driving position, ease of access (due to high¬ 
er seats) and practicality. 

That said, even the front wheel drive Kuga 
has some limited off-road (or rough track at 
any rate) ability as it shares the same high 
ground clearance, with skid plates to protect 
the underside, and long travel suspension as 
its more expensive siblings. 

The use of a relatively small capacity en¬ 
gine with turbocharging is a feature gaining 
ground across the motor industry. Used 
carefully, it saves fuel while still having the 
power to respond, for overtaking for example 
when necessary: it’s 0 to 62mph sprint takes 
under ten seconds, impressive for a car of 
this size with just 1,500ccs under the bonnet. 

The turbo also gives it more torque, more 
‘grunt’ at lower engines speeds like a mod¬ 
ern diesel, so that it cruises quietly and 
smoothly at motorway speeds. 

Indeed, the Kuga is an excellent, refined 
motorway cruiser: the engine is barely 
breathing heavily and is so quiet you’re more 
conscious of the slipstream being deflected 
by the big off-roader style door mirrors. It 
feels a very grown up sort of car. 

It drives just how you would expect from a 
Ford: the gearshift is slick, the steering nicely 
weighted and despite its height the body is 
well controlled so it’s happy to hustle along 
twisty b-roads without upsetting passengers. 

High mileage or business users may pre¬ 
fer the more expensive to buy but cheaper to 
tax and run 2.0 litre diesel - the 148bhp ver¬ 
sion returns around 60mpg with a C02 rating 
several tax bands lower at 122g/km. 

Inside, the Kuga matches up to the oppo¬ 
sition for space and particularly headroom. 
The rear bench has two large outer seats 
(which can be reclined individually) with a

central cushion perhaps best suited to a 
younger member of the family. 

Oddly, the Zetec model as tested has a 
much different instrunment layout to the 
higher grade Titanium. The centre console 
is topped by a control screen for stereo, 
phone and other functions. The test car 
was also fitted with the optional satnav, 
which for £650 gets you a slightly larger 
screen plus a basic repeater function be¬ 
tween the speedo and tachometer. 

The Kuga now has Ford’s sophisticat¬ 
ed SYNC system, which allows the driver 
to use voice commands for a range of 
functions as well as features such as au¬ 


dible text messaging and instant access to 
emergency assistance. Cruise control with 
speed limiter, Ford’s excellent Quickclear 
windscreen, front fog lamps, twin chromed 
exhausts, manual air conditioning and 
electrically operated and heated door mir¬ 
rors are all included in basic specification. 

Boot space is among the best in class, 
with 406 litres which can be increased to 
1,603 if the rear seats are folded down. 

The Kuga has a lot of competition these 
days, but this latest makeover - coupled 
with a cheaper and more economical entry 
level version - looks like keeping its place 
in the scramble for compact SUV sales.

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All seasons and reasons 


When the going gets tough, TV 
vet Julian Norton knows his Mit¬ 
subishi Outlander diesel will get 
him through it. 

The 43-year-old is based in Thirsk, near 
the beautiful Yorkshire Dales and North York 
Moors - at James Herriot’s former practice 
no less. And just like the world-famous lit¬ 
erary vet, he faces challenges reaching his 
patients as well as dealing with them. 

Julian was the main focus of The York¬ 
shire Vet - a six-part Channel 5 series last 
autumn that followed him and his trusty 
Outlander on his visits. “Based in rural North 
Yorkshire, it’s important we’re able to get 
out and about in all weathers, all conditions 
and all types of road surface. It’s often slip¬ 
py, even if not always snowy, so it’s really 
useful to have a four-wheel-drive vehicle, 
and I know my Outlander will cope,’ he said. 


‘It’s a lovely vehicle to drive and it gives you 
a lot more confidence when you’re heading 
into fields, for example - and we often have 
to head into fields!” 

The Outlander is just as capable reversing 
up tricky narrow hillside country lanes - for 
example, to allow oncoming vehicles to pass 
by - as it is being steered through a ford. 

The new diesel model is Mitsubishi’s safest 
and most environmentally-friendly version. 
Among the many enhancements, 40 noise, 
vibration and harshness improvements have 
been introduced, and it boasts new styling, 
too. Ride and handling are even better and 
there’s increased efficiency, while the cabin 
interior has improved comfort and safety. 

And these are all winners as far as Julian 
is concerned. “The Outlander looks really 
great. It’s very stylish, and as well as that, it 
actually feels like a car because it’s not as 
enormous as some of the equivalent vehicles

on the market. It handles really nicely and 
there’s plenty of space - there’s a lovely 
big boot, which we need for our medicines 
and equipment and calving jacks and so 
on and so forth, but it’s not ridiculously big 
that it makes it hard to fit into parking spac¬ 
es or get down my drive at home.” 

Away from the surgery, Julian is very 
much a man of action. Until recently, he 
was - with friend and Olympic oarsman 
Roger Brown - the world record-holder 
for tandem indoor rowing over a 24-hour 
period. Nowadays when he’s not working, 


Julian takes part in triathlons and Ironman 
challenges, and goes biking and ski moun¬ 
taineering - he also represented Great Brit¬ 
ain in the Half-Iron Distance Triathlon Euro¬ 
pean championships last year and in 2014. 

“Again, the Outlander’s great for all that 
because when I’ve not got my veterinary 
stuff in the boot I can stick loads of kit in, 
and one of my sons is a very keen triath¬ 
lete, so we can stick his bike in the back 
and head off. It’s really good for that.”

Audi’s new and improved A4 range is already 
making its impact felt on the business car 
market, with its frugal two-litre diesel engine 
a popular choice. 

Hot on the heels of the ubiquitous business motor 
is a new flagship model, an A4 with almost twice the 
power and the surefooted ness of quattro four wheel 
drive. 

Yes it’s powerful and very quick, but this isn’t a sports 
car: it’s a compact executive saloon designed to take the 
strain out of those long motorway miles its drivers are likely 
to clock up. 

With more than enough power to spare, the new A4 3.0 
TDI is all about easy, almost lazy performance: a car in 
which you can take overtaking opportunities with ease, or 
cruise in sublime comfort, before arriving at your destination 
relaxed and ready to do business. 

That was particularly true of the test car. With a list price 
of over £38,000, it doesn’t seem unreasonable to egg the 
pudding a little more with one particular optional extra at 
£450 - acoustic glass (including privacy glass in the rear) 
to further insulate passengers from the constant rumble of 
a busy motorway. 


Range 

Naturally the cost of buying and running the 3.0 litre car 
is going to be significantly more than its workhorse 2.0 
litre stablemate, but it’s a car Audi had to build to com¬ 
pete with top of the range versions of arch rival BMW’s 330 
genre. 

There is a 218PS version of the A4 three-litre, which 
matches the 2.0 litre models for impressive fuel and tax 
efficiency. But the new flagship comes with an extra 54PS 
of power and, of course, all wheel drive and some sportier 
styling touches. 

But what gives this car its character is the 600 Newton- 
metres of torque, a huge helping of pulling power which is 
under your right foot with the turbocarged V6 barely ticking 
over. In the relatively light A4, that means rapid response in 
virtually any conditions, but it does its work in a particularly 
smooth manner to match any executive express, powered 
by petrol or diesel. 

This is complemented by an eight-speed S-tronic trans¬ 
mission and, of course the traction provided by the quattro 
system which helps to put the power down smoothly and 
safely. 

No wonder, then, that the 3.0 TDI goes from a standstill 
to 62mph in an impressive 5.3 seconds, rivalling the best 
in class. 

What is best in class, according to official tests, is its fuel 
eeconomy of 55.4mpg and C02 emissions rated at 138g/ 
km. That means a road tax liability of £130 per year, and a 
company car tax liability of 26 per cent. 

The interior comes with Audi’s latest technological driv¬ 
ing aids and entertainment system including a premium ste¬ 
reo - the test car’s was actually a Bang & Oulfsen set up 
adding £750 to the basic price. 

Demands 

The audio, like connectivity and satnav, are controlled 
principally by the pop-up colour screen atop of the dash, 
which also displays and allows you to change the vehicle’s 
settings from efficiency through comfort to dynamic.With 
the touch of a button the driver can alter the throttle, gear 
change and suspension systems to suit the mood or the 
demands of the road. 

There is a multi-function steering wheel with remote con¬ 
trols for, for example, audio, phone and cruise control, with 
other secondary switches neatly arranged on the centre 
console. 

Seats are large and comfortable, with the rear bench 
clearly designed to suit two, rather than three, full-size 
adults on a regular basis. 

It has a quality feel, with some classy materials, but if you 
want the full leather/alcantara option it will add £450 to the 
price - having electric adjustment to the test car’s front seat 
also added £700. 

In fact if money isn’t an object, there is a whole range of 
additional technology and comfort features which will allow 
owners to personalise their A4. 

The 3.0 Tdi A4 combines impressive saloon car perfor¬ 
mance with reasonable running costs. 

But, as previously stated, it isn’t about sports car acceler¬ 
ation: for years luxury saloons have had a surfeit of power 
beneath the bonnet in order to achieve desired levels of re¬ 
finement.

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Precision 
the key to 
perfection 
in this Prius

SOMETIMES it’s the details that count; the lit¬ 
tle things that show how much care has been 
lavished on a car to make the driver happy. 

In the case of the latest Toyota Prius - fourth gen¬ 
eration of the biggest selling petrol/electric hybrid to 
date - it came down to the way the armrest on the 
door and between the seats had been positioned 
with millimetric precision. 

Precisely placed to allow both elbows to rest while hands 
clasped the steering wheel at a semi-textbook twenty-to-four 
position. 

And so relaxing; like the rest of the Prius in fact. 

With its electric motor often letting the car pull away in 
silence for a little way before the petrol engine chimes in 
softly, this is a pleasant way to travel long distances. 

Ideal when the car has to carry a tired driver and naviga¬ 
tor-in-chief home from Heathrow after an anything but relax¬ 
ing few days away. 

There can be no more easy-going way to manage the trib¬ 
ulations of M25 and Ml than a car that never showed less 
than 63mpg on its dash readout and looked after gearch¬ 
anges for you with its smoothly acting auto transmission. 

Charges 

You can still buy an old-style Prius that plugs into a power 
point to charge its battery before needing to call in petrol 
power, but the car on test (and vastly the more popular ver¬ 
sion) simply charges when you slow down or brake. 

Doesn’t go nearly so far on current alone but is simpler 
to live with. 

Lower, longer and wider than before, this latest Prius is 
also the most economical and least polluting to date, find¬ 
ing extra room for people and luggage thanks both to the 
bigger dimensions and a smaller but more powerful battery, 
now hidden under the rear seat. 

Toyota must smile when recalling reaction to the original 
Prius in 1997. 

It looked odd and drove unconvincingly - but see the car 
world today, where everyone is urgently mixing petrol and 
electricity to match the demands of politicians eager for a 
greener future. 

This latest Prius is aimed at keeping the car green (a little 
greener, in fact, with lowest ever fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions) but making the car better to look at and drive. 

Well, it certainly looks different, outside and in. 

A mass of creases and curves tell you this is a car meant 
to stand out in the crowd. 

It does, although you’ll have to decide it that’s in a good 
way. 

Ease 

Inside, you’ll instantly spot the between seats cubby, with 
cupholders and space for your mobile phone and all in a 
plastic so white it brought a call of ‘bidet’ from my crew. 

Well put together, though, and part of a cabin that’s easy 
to spend time in and properly thought through for the driver. 

It doesn’t drive like a sports car, and thank goodness you 
might say. 

Ease of long-term ownership is more important with 
something as sensible as the Prius, even with its new-found 
nod to looks. 

The newcomer starts at £23,295 and comes in four ver¬ 
sions. 

All have the same 1.8 litre petrol engine, electric motor 
and auto gears and a safety package that includes adaptive 
cruise control that slows the car in traffic and accelerates 
away when the road clears. 

It also detects pedestrians and cars ahead and will brake 
you to a standstill at lower speeds if you’re not paying at¬ 
tention. 

A camera also spots speed limits and posts them on the 
dash - sometimes getting things wrong. 

The rest of the Prius is pretty well right, though, and a 
convincing way to keep costs down and do your bit to save 
the planet at the same time.

Ole Olsen talks to sports sub-editor Tim Hamblin 


No dummy, Ole stood tall 
alongside Borg and Ali 


HE may have a waxwork of himself in 
the loft, but Ole Olsen is no-one’s idea 
of a dummy. The Great Dane’ was Den¬ 
mark’s first speedway world champion. 

His three wins in the seventies smashed open 
a door through which fellow countrymen Erik 
Gundersen, Hans Nielsen and Jan O Pedersen 
later poured through in a golden age of shale 
for that nation. 

And Olsen’s stature in the world of sport was un¬ 
derlined not only by his likeness being cast in the 
Danish Madame Tussaud’s, but where it was placed. 

“Madame Tussaud’s made me in wax in 1975, I 
think, or ‘78,” he said. “I was standing in Madame 
Tussaud’s in Copenhagen together with Bjorn Borg 
and Muhammad Ali! They were great sportsmen, so 
it was good. 

Trickster 

“They gave it to me five or six years later. I’ve got it 
up in the loft. As a joke one day, when I was away, my 
sons stuck it in our bed and my wife (Ulla) came in! 
That was Jacob, who rode for Coventry (and Wolves). 
He was a bit of a trickster!” 

Olsen’s deeds on track are legendary. On top of his 
three world crowns the former Wolves star was na¬ 
tional champion a dozen times, helped Denmark to 
three world team crowns, won the prestigious Pardu¬ 
bice Golden Helmet on no fewer than seven occasions 
- oh, and knocked off the Australian championship on 
a trip down under. The fact that Olsen, as a non-Aus¬ 
tralian, was not eligible was disregarded for a far 
more important factor - his drawing power. But the 
69-year-old’s influence in the sport is far wider. 

He built the celebrated Vojens circuit in his home¬ 
land, prepared tracks worldwide and helped launch 
and run the Grand Prix series that superseded the 
old one-off world championship finals - his other son

Torben is now managing director of its promoters BSI 
Speedway. 

Olsen retired as a rider more than 30 years ago, yet 
his “An Evening With...” appearance at the Cleveland 
Arms in Wolverhampton was an immediate sell-out. 

It all seems a world away from his first appear¬ 
ance on these shores, as a promising youngster taken 
under the wing of all-time great Ivan Mauger at New¬ 
castle. But one thing Olsen has never lacked is focus. 

“Sports psychology was coming in in the seventies 
and when I won the world championship in 1971 the 
Swedes were doing a lot of it,” he said. 

“So I got a bit interested, studied it. My goal gave 
me the drive. A lot of people, they see the goal. When 
they start losing it, it’s because they’ve taken their 
eyes off the goal.” 

But Olsen retained that focus, even to the extent 
of leaving Wolves when at the height of his powers. 

His six-year stint at Monmore Green in the era of 
promoter Mike Parker featured two world champi¬ 
onships, but at the end of 1975 Olsen held out for a 
move to Coventry even though the rider control sys¬ 
tem of the time allocated him to Hull. 

“It was not because I wanted to leave Wolves, but 
in those days a lot of the world finals were run on 
bigger tracks,” he said. 


“We ran in Poland, we ran in Sweden, and Wemb¬ 
ley also. Most of those tracks were about 400m, the 
Polish and Swedish ones. I wanted to go to a little bit 
bigger track. 

“Wolverhampton was small, all the technique, I 
liked that. But I just had to get a change.” 

In addition Olsen, while looking back fondly at his 
Monmore days, was clearly captivated by the way 
things were run up the road at Brandon under the 
polished promotion of Charles Ochiltree. 

“He was a fantastic promoter and I wanted to go 
there,” he admitted. “Things were well organised 
and I learned a lot on the promoting side and things 
like that for when I built my own track in Denmark.” 

Olsen spent eight years at Brandon, during which 
he landed his third world title in 1978, before retir¬ 
ing in 1983. Perhaps inevitably he won his very last 
world final race, a run-off for third spot in the prestig¬ 
ious Brandonapolis individual event at Coventry, and 
self-effacingly apologised to overall winner Kenny 
Carter for standing on the rostrum’s top spot to de¬ 
liver his retirement speech. 

Throttle 

Success for Olsen did not end there. It even ex¬ 
tended to twinkling the toes rather than blipping the 
throttle with a stint on the Danish version of Strictly 
Come Dancing - at the age of 60. 

“I wanted to try things,” he added. “It took me a bit 
of time to accept it (Strictly), but after two years I did 
because they kept pressing me. 

“My sister went to dancing school and I hated that 
stuff! But I thought ‘I’ll do it when I’m 60.’ 

“I was 30 years older than the next youngest one. 
I have a different respect for those dancers and the 
work they put into it,” he said. 

“I practised four or five hours a day and lost a lot 
of weight, so it was good. I went fourth, so that was 
very good!” 

No dummy. But a great mover.
